We dug deep to give you the whole story on holes and 
digging. Here’s what we un-earthed. 


THE Wor p’s DEEPEst HOLES 


The deepest hole ever made by people is the Kola Superdeep Borehole. It's almost eight miles deep and 
is located near Zapolyarny, Russia, a small town in the Arctic Circle. 

Russian scientists started drilling it in 1970. They've drilled so 
deep into the Earth that it takes 16 hours to remove the drill, 
change the bit, and re-lower the drill. What’s the temperature 
at the bottom of a hole that deep? Almost 400° F! 


( At Sea _) 


The deepest hole ever drilled in the ocean floor is more 
than a mile deep. 

Hole 504B is beneath the Pacifie Ocean, off the coast 
of Ecuador. Scientists started drilling it 16 years ago in 
order to learn more about the Earth’s 4.5-billion-year 
history. 

The scientists use a giant drill that is mounted on a 
ship. The hole is only 10 inches wide, and is lined with 
concrete and capped with a plug, to keep water out. 
Each time they drill, scientists pull up samples of the 

Earth. By studying them, they have learned some 

amazing things. For example, the Mediterranean Sea was a 

desert 5 million years ago; and the Atlantic Ocean is 

slowly widening, while the Pacific Ocean is slowly shrinking. 
Work on both holes continues. Since there are no plans to 

stop, no one knows how low they will go.

Although you might want to try digging a hole 
straight down to China, it’s actually impossible to 
do it. Not only is the middle of the Earth fiery hot, 
but you'd never finish the job, Even if you could 
dig at a rate of 12 inches every minute, it would 
take you 78 years. 

But we wondered: If you could dig straight 
through the Earth, where would you end up? 
Well, to get to China, you'd have to begin 
digging in Chile. To see where you'd end up if 
you started digging in some other places, check 
out our chart.

Put the bowl in the freezer so it will get very cold (about 30 
minutes). 


Let both packages of ice cream stand at room temperature 
for about 15 minutes, or until they are soft, Put them in the 
refrigerator (not the freezer) to keep them cool and soft 
until you need to use them. 


> Take the bowl out of the freezer. Put all of the chunky ice 
cream into the bowl. Using a rubber spatula or spoon, 


fafers spread the ice cream evenly up the sides of the bowl, leav- 

y ing a well in the middle. The ice cream should be about two 
inches thick all around. Cover with aluminum foil and place 
in the freezer for at least 30 minutes. 
Note: Don't worry if the ice cream slides to the bottom of 
the bowl. You can fix this in step 5. 
In another small bowl, use a spoon to mix the crushed 
chocolate wafers with the caramel sauce until gooey and 
well blended, Use more or less caramel sauce, depending 
on how gooey you want it to be. 
Remove the bowl with the ice cream from the freezer, 
and take off the foil. If the ice cream has slipped down 
in the bowl, use your clean fingers, or a rubber spatula, 
to push it back up the sides. Pour the wafer-caramel 
mixture into the bowl, and spread it around evenly, just 
as you did with the ice cream. Cover with foil and freeze 
for at least 20 minutes. 
Remove the pie from the freezer, and take 
off the foil. Make a small well in the cen- 
ter of the wafer-caramel mixture.

Before it melts any more, cover your pie with foil and put it 
in the freezer. You should let it sit in the freezer for at least 
six hours, or overnight. 


Just before you're ready to serve the pie, heat the fudge 
sauce according to the directions on the jar. Then spread 
as much of it as you like over the top, Cover with crushed 
graham cracker crumbs and serve. To make cutting the pie 
easier, dip a knife in hot water, dry it off, and then cut the 
pie. Do this for each slice.
